West Upton, Jlass., Xov. 11.—An ex- 


plosion of naphtha In a resort usud In 
connection with a water gas plant, at 
the straw factory of William Knowlton 
i; Son, in this town, at 4 o'clock ycsterday 
aftcrnoon, will result in the loss of three 
lives. The fataliy Injured are: Fred G. 
Bulmahan, aged 23; Thornns Williams, 
aged 30, and John Williams, aged 27. 
Charles Nelson and James f alham were 
Injured, but will recover. 


?Jr. Bulmahan had Just completed the 


Installation, for William Knowlton &Son, 
of a water gas plant, at the cost of 525,- 
000. 
This beln^acountry town, the plant 


was lighted, In part, by gas made at the 
neighboring 
town 
of 
Grafton. 
Mr: 


Xnowlton, Sr., was opposed to the water 
Eas plant, but his son believed in It as an 
Improvement and a good equipment. Mr. 
Bulmahan was testing the plant, when a 
naphtha valve sprung aleak, and the 
lluld ran down upon a heater. The naph- 
tha Ignited and an explosion Instantly 
lollowed, shattering the windows and 
tearing'a hole In thereof. The men were 
Mown out of the building, and when 
picked up they, were nearly nude. Ot 
ihe three men who are fatally injured, 
the skin peeled from their faces and 
lireast. presenting a sicken Ing-and heart- 
rending- sight. 
These men were taken 


to the dyehouse, 50 feet away,and medical 
attendance summoned, Drs. Taber and 
ICurby of Upton and Maxwell of Grafton 
responding. It was Impossible to render 
the men any aid. as death was only a 
ciuestlon of a few hours. Professional 
nurses from the Worcester hospital were 
aent for. 


Nelson and Salham were burned about 


.he face and arms, and were able to re- 
:urn to their homes. The force of the ex- 
plosion was of considerable extent, and 
that greater damage was not done Is un- 
doubtedly- due to the fact that the gas 
plant was built In the substantially con- 
structed brick shed, one story In height, 
and 20 by 30 feet In area. 


The explosion was the worst accident 


!V-er occurring In this vicinity. 
It is 


quite probable that the gas plant will not 
be used,-owing to'thls unfortunate-afralr 
and the objection of Mr. William Knptvl- 


im to It. The property damage, outside 
f the destruction of the resort, Is not 
'ery heavy.

Had shu been released on the ground of 
mental Infirmity, she would not have 
been the gainer; for she would have been 
sent to a criminal lunatic asylum, ac- 
cording to the law since 1683. The'sen- 
tence seems to me light, considering the 
circumstances. I do not believe In klep- 
tomania, for it only seems to attack the 
rich, and, if It really exists, I am sure 
that the punishment or every person 
stealing-, 
while 
suffering- 
therefrom 


would have a very deterrent effect upon 
Its spreading. Mrs. Castle got off cheap- 
ly, when told of her Imprisonment -fo- 
three months, without hard labor. Tho 
effect on her health seems Improbable 
for I gather she has been traveling In 
Europe and, except for the matter of 
stealing, her health was the same as 
anybody else's. Pro.bably thexegret for 
what sho has done, und what'lias come 
to her for doing- it, will weigh on h=r 
spirits; but, this is precisely the state 
of mind imprisonment Is Intended to 
produce In a prisoner, and If this regret 
really causes her to be sick, she will he 
[ransf erred to a hospital, where she will 
be care for by all connected with it.

The British »tea,mship Boyne lay nt 


tnchor oft Smyrna, Turkey In Asia, on 
Oct. 10. There had baon several riots 
in Smyrna for three or four days before. 
Tho din of another conflict reached the 
tars of ihe Boyne'g captain about 7 
o'clock In the evenlne, and the cries ol 
the victims o£ the assaaslns came over 
the water. An hour afterward, a small 
boat oame up to the aide of the British 
steamship, and an aged man begged per- 
mission to go aboard. With him were 
six others, three of them women, all 
Armenian refugsei. 
Captain Fischer 


assented. He fed them, cared for them, 
and eave them the protectldn of his flag. 
Fischer said he waa bound for America, 
and In order to be on the saTe side, the 
reiug-ees were registered as passengers. 


Not long afterward, 
a 
boatload of 


Turks, under an officer, rowed up along- 
side, and the forces came aboard. Cap- 
tain Fischer admitted that he had the 
refugees on his vessel, but refused to 
deliver them over. He drew up his crew 
of brawny men, and the Turkish officer 
said ha would give the'Britisher until 
morning to turn over the -Armenians. 
After the Turks had left his vessel; Cap- 
tain Flschor manned a boat, and moved 
stealthily away, from the ship, to secure 
assistance. He visited an Italian man- 
of-war, but the commander denied his 
right or wish to Interfere, as he was there 
to protect the subjects of King Hum- 
bert, he Bald. 


Captain Fischer had at length to give 


up the search, and, returning to his \ es- 
pel, made all preparations for a run for 
It. 
-When dawn came, however, out of 


the mists, away down the bay, the out- 
lines of. a white hull appeared. The great 
white stranger was the United States 
warship Minneapolis. The British flag 
was sent swinging-out upside down, and 
the Minneapolis' lookout saw the signal 
of distress. Captain Flacher put oft in a 
Brnall boat, and was royally-*ecelved. He 
told his stars', and Admiral Thomas Q. 
Self ridge. Jr., commandant of the Euro- 
pean squardon. gald: 


""We'll give you all the assistance you
